A new phrase defining a side of foreign policy whit ii 
has the somewhat reluctant support of President I rurrtan 
is gaining currency. It is the ‘asbestos curtain 
policy in 
Europe. 
I he name was coined to describe the role planned 
by England for the Western half of Germany, which 
would be turned into a buffer state to hold bark Russia 
It represents the unhappy outcome of the Potsdam 
conference, w’hich was President Trum an's first venture 
into international politics as a member of the Big I bree. 
Full understanding of just what the Potsdam meet- 
jing accomplished, and what it failed to do. is just begirt- 
;iiing to come home to the American people, 
j 
Protests at the time, saying that the Allied powers 
sat down to divide the spoils of war, quarreled among 
themselves, and then, with I ruman assenting, hacked: 
Germany apart with the senseless greed of savages, were 
brushed aside as political exaggerations. 
The recent report of Byron Price to President I ru-1 
man, warning flatly that the Potsdam Declaration must be 
amended if chaos is not to result in Europe, sheds new’ 
light on the unfortunate results. 
So does an article in the current Saturday Evening 
Post, entitled 
“I he Untold Tragedy of Potsdam.’ 
iii 
which many little-known facts are brought together in a 
form fully justifying the title. 
To the American Pollyannas w ho insist on believing 
our foreign policy must be sound just because President 
Truman and Secretary of State Byrnes speak highly of 
it, the real facts will come as a shock 
Going as far back as Teheran, American foreign 
policy was at least 90 per cent appeasement of Russia. 
Many of our leading New Dealers w o e open or secret 
Communists, and nothing which Russia did, at least from 
the time when the German invasion restored her to grace, 
brought any serious signs of uneasiness at the White 
| House. 
The Yalta meeting was largely a sell-out to Russia. 
: Stalin had already undermined the United Nations pro­ 
gram with a unilateral agreement with France. Churchill 
and Roosevelt declined to stand up and fight with him for 
[justice to Poland, for independence of the smaller Eastern 
European nations, or even for a United Nations ("hatter 
in which mass sentiment could curb imperialism. 
Russia got what she wanted at Yalta, and the 
spheres-of-influence race began. 
The Potsdam meeting was held under difficulties. 
Churchill had been repudiated by the English voters, al­ 
though the results were not known until the conference 
was under way. 
I ruman, a new comer in the Big I bree. 
had committed himself to the Roosevelt line without my 
real way of knowing what the former President had either 
promised or planned. 
Russian aggression had alarmed both England and 
America. I he representatives of both nations met Russia 
with their backs up to discuss the most ticklish of all 
topics, that of reparations. 
A virtual dogfight resulted. Envy and recriminations 
came to the foreground. Suspicion of the ultimate motives 
of Russia grew. 
Whatever his intentions, I ruman failed utterly to i 
sell his own point of view or to compromise those of the 
other two nations. 
T he result was a complete breakdown of the original 
plan for a unified command of postwar Germany and for
